Bortholders, and ſuch like in- 
feriour Officers, becauſe as they of the 
common ſort be moſt annoyed thereby, ſo 
are they in every corner to haue a readie 
hand and whip to remedie the euill: I 
thinke good for their better direction 
herein, to ſet downe thoſe reſolutions and 
aduiſes, which (as it 1s commonly ſaid) 
were given by the Queenes Iuſtices at 
Weſtminſter, ſoone after the making of the 
ſaid Statures, And thus they follow.
